SUBJECT: UNFICYP EXTENSION 

1. WITH SECRETARIAT NEARING COMPLETION OF SYG'S REPORT ON 
UNFICYP, AMB. SCHAUFELE AND MISOFF CALLED ON USYG GUYER 

TO ASK WHETHER ANY PROBLEMS HAD COME UP IN PREPARING REPORT. 
GUYER SAID EVERY EFFORT HAD BEEN MADE TO KEEP REPORT AS UN- 
CONTROVERSIAL AS POSSIBLE. TURKS HAD NEVERTHELESS RAISED 
SOME DIFFICULTIES, MAINLY RELATING TO DRAFT'S REFERENCES 
TO GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS. 

2. UPSHOT OF CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN SYG AND TURKISH PERM 

REP OLCAY WAS DECISION BY WALDHEIM THAT REPORT WOULD ALLUDE 
MAINLY TO "ALL PARTIES CONCERNED,” BUT TWO OR THREE REFERENCES 
TO CYPRUS GOVERNMENT WOULD REMAIN. GUYER SAID ANOTHER PROBLEM 
WAS TURKISH INSISTENCE THAT A) DENKTASH BE CONSULTED ON 
EXTENSION AND B) FACT OF THIS CONSULTATION BE NOTED IN 
REPORT. WALDHEIM AGREED TO "A" BUT NOT TO "B”. TURKS 
ACQUIESCED, BUT SAID TURK CYPRIOT "REP” CHELIK WOULD STATE TO 
SC THAT DENKTASH HAD BEEN CONSULTED. 
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3. GUYER SAID THE REPORT DEALT GLANCINGLY WITH TWO OTHER 
CONTENTIOUS QUESTIONS: A) POSSIBLE FORCE REDUCTION AND 
B) GREATLY INCREASED BUDGET DEFICIT. ON FIRST ISSUE, REPORT 
WOULD SAY SECRETARIAT WAS STUDYING POSSIBILITY OF LONG-TERM 
REDUCTIONS, BUT WOULD NOTE THAT SOME PARTIES WISHED FORCE 
TO REMAIN AT CURRENT, OR EVEN LARGER, SIZE. AS FOR DEFICIT, 
REPORT WOULD STATE THAT DEFICIT WAS BECOMING UNMANAGABLE, 
AND ' METHOD OF FINANCING WAS NOT SATISFACTORY," BUT WOULD 
SUGGEST NO ALTERNATIVE METHOD. AMB. SCHAUFELE SUGGESTED 
THAT THIS WORDING COULD IMPLY SYG SUPPORT FOR COLLECTIVE 
RATHER THAN VOLUNTARY FINANCING. SINCE US WISHED 
TO CONTINUE VOLUNTARY FINANCING (AND HOPED TO INCREASE 
ITS CONTRIBUTION), SCHAUFELE SAID HE HOPED REFERENCE TO METHOD 
OF FINANCING MIGHT BE DROPPED. GUYER AGREED.
